Subject: Extension of the term of the Justice Mukheriee 

Commission of Inquiry to inquire into the alleged 

disappearance of Netaii Subhas Chandra Bose 


1. Introduction 

1.1. As the report regarding the death of Netaji in a plane crash on 
18.08.1945 was not universally accepted, it was decided, in April, 
1956, to institute an inquiry committee, headed by Shri Shah Nawaz 
Khan, a close associate of Netaji, to ascertain the truth. The 
committee came to the conclusion that Netaji had died in the plane 
crash and his mortal remains were kept in Renkoji Temple in Japan. 
This finding was accepted by the Government but it was not accepted 
by some sections of the people. 

1.2. Following persistent demand by a number of Members of 
Parliament for a fresh inquiry, a Commission of Inquiry, headed by 
Justice G. D. Khosla, was appointed in July, 1970. Justice Khosla 
Commission also concluded that Netaji had died as a 
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result of the plane crash. The Cabinet accepted this finding in August 
1974, but it did not again receive universal acceptance. 

1.3. The matter continued to be raised in the Lok Sabha on a number 
of occasions with demand for a fresh inquiry. The question of 
bringing back Netaji’s mortal remains was also raised. It was felt that 
this could be done only if public opinion favoured it. 

1.4. In April, 1998, one, Shri Rudra Jyoti Bhattacharya, filed a writ 
petition in Kolkata High Court, demanding a fresh inquiry into 
Netaji’s disappearance. The Kolkata High Court in its verdict dated 
30.04.1998, issued directions for a vigorous inquiry by appointing, if 
necessary, a Commission of Inquiry as a special case for the purpose 
of giving an end to this controversy. 

7.5. The West Bengal Assembly also, on 24.12.1998, adopted a motion 
demanding : 

“that the Government of India should make necessary arrangements 
for availability of records and documents in and outside India so 
that the scholars and people could have access to them and also to 
institute a fresh inquiry commission in order to 
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remove the mystery regarding the whereabouts of Netaji Subhas 
Chandra Bose” 

1.6. The State Government of West Bengal also recommended setting 
up of an inquiry into the mysterious disappearance of Netaji Subhas 
Chandra Bose. 

1. 7. A meeting of eminent persons, was convened by the then Union 
Home Minister on 25.3.1999, to discuss the manner in which action 
could be taken to give effect to the directions of the Kolkata High 
Court and motion of West Bengal Legislative Assembly. It was felt 
that in order to take the matter to its logical end, it would be advisable 
to set up another Commission of Inquiry for the purpose of arriving 
at a definite conclusion. A note was, accordingly, prepared for 
consideration of the Cabinet. 

2. Appointment of Justice Mukherjee Commission of Inquiry 
2.1. The Cabinet, in its meeting held on 28-04-1999, considered a 
proposal submitted by the Ministry of Home Affairs, for 
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appointment of a Commission of Inquiry under Section 3 of the 
Commissions of Inquiry Act, 1952, to inquire into the alleged 
disappearance of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose. A copy of the note 
considered by the Cabinet on 28-04-1999 is enclosed (Annexure-I). 

The Cabinet approved the proposal and a Commission of Inquiry 
under Justice M.K. Mukherjee, a retired Judge of the Supreme Court 
of India, was appointed vide notification dated 14-05-1999 (copy 
enclosed as Annexure-II). 

3. Terms of reference of the Commission 

3.1. The Justice Mukherjee Commission of Inquiry is required to 
inquire into all the facts and circumstances related to the 
disappearance of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose during 1945 and 
subsequent developments connected therewith, including the 
following:- 

(a) whether Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose is dead or alive; 

(b) if he is dead, whether he died in the plane crash, as alleged; 

(c) whether the ashes in the Japanese temple are ashes of Netaji; 
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(d) whether he has died in any other manner at any other place and, 
if so, when and how; 

(e) if he is alive, in respect of his whereabouts. 

3.2. The Commission is also required to examine the manner in which 
the exercise of scrutiny of publications touching upon the 
question of death or otherwise, of Netaji can be undertaken by the 
Central Government in the circumstances. 

4. Time frame for completion of the work by the Commission 
In the notification dated 14-05-1999 regarding the appointment of the 
Commission, it was stated that the Commission will submit its report 
as early as possible but not later than six months from the date of 
publication of the notification. The term of the Commission has, 
however, been extended regularly from time to time, based on 
requests received from the Commission. The present extension will 
end on 14-11-2004. 
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5. Expenditure incurred by the Commission 

The expenditure incurred by the Commission, year-wise, since its

During the current year, 2004-05, the expenditure incurred upto 
September, 2004 is Rs. 19.68 lakh against a budget provision of Rs 
50 lakh. 
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6. Proposal submitted by the Commission for further extension 

The Commission has, vide its letter dated 07-09-2004(copy enclosed 
as Annexure III) , informed that it is not in a position to complete its 
inquiry within the stipulated period of 14-1 1-2004. The Commission 
has requested for a further extension of one year beyond 14-1 1-2004. 

7. Clarification obtained from the Commission 

7.1 In connection with the proposal for further extension of the 
Commission’s term, the Commission was requested to specifically 
indicate the extent of work done by the Commission so far, work 
remaining to be done and the projected time frame for completion of 
the inquiry. The reply received from the Commission on these points 
is briefly indicated in the succeeding paragraphs. 

7.2. Extent of work done 

In this regard , the Commission has informed as follows : - 

(a) Total number of documents marked as exhibits : 857 

(b) Total number of materials marked as material exhibits : 97 

© Total number of witnesses examined : 1 19 
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(d) Number of affidavits filed by deponents : 73 

(e) Number of deponents and co-deponents in the affidavits 

at serial number (d) above : 79 

(f) Many voluminous documents/printed matters/ 

books including foreign documents and those received 
from Government of India and the Government of 
West Bengal have been examined. 

7.3. Work remaining to be done by the Commission 

In this regard, the Commission has informed that: 

(i) The present whereabouts of the relevant witnesses examined 
earlier outside India as also of those mentioned anew 
reportedly living abroad are yet to be received by the 
Commission; 

(ii) The Commission is yet to receive certain documents from 
foreign countries; 

(iii) The Commission proposes to visit some relevant foreign 
countries such as Russia, Taiwan, Vietnam, Thailand, 
Malaysia and Singapore, for examination of witnesses and 
documents available in those countries; 
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(iv) The evidence of the remaining Indian witnesses including 
Indian experts is to be taken; 

(v) The deponents have to be extended opportunities to get 
copies of all the relevant documents, which have been called 
for by the Commission but are yet to be received. Thereafter, 
the deponents have to be given opportunities to offer their 
arguments; 

(vi) DNA testing of the alleged mortal remains of Netaji kept in 
the Renkoji Temple in Japan is yet to be done. 

7.4. Projected time frame for completion of inquiry 

The Commission has intimated that it is likely to prepare its 
report within a period of about three months after the completion of 
the work remaining to be done. 

7.5. The Commission has indicated that because of the following 
constraints, it is not able to project a fixed time frame for completion 
of its inquiry and has requested the Government of India to give 
further extension of one year beyond 14.1 1.2004: 
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i) The subject matter of inquiry is more than half a century old; 
the country in which the alleged air crash took place, has no 
diplomatic relations; the places where the relevant witnesses 
and documentary evidences are likely to be available, are in 
foreign countries, far away from India, and the desired 
response of those foreign countries are not available. 

ii) The Commission is yet to get clearance in respect of 
Commission’s composite tour programme for Russian 
Union to enable it to examine the relevant archival 
documents and the relevant witnesses available there. 

iii) The Commission’s visit to Taiwan and other places in South 
East Asia, depends on the time of the proposed visit of the 
Commission to the Russian Union. 

iv) There has been little breakthrough in the vital matter of 
DNA testing of the alleged mortal remains of Netaji Subhas 
Chandra Bose allegedly kept in the Renkoji Temple in 
Japan, despite the efforts made by the Commission during 
the last two years. 
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v) Particulars of suitable Indian scholars/students available in 
the USA to do the job of archival research at various 
American repositories of relevant historical documents 
relating to Netaji, are yet to be received. On identification 
of relevant documents, the Commission might visit USA. 

vi) The required documents/records/reports which are to be 
collected from the concerned Ministries/Departments, as 
also from foreign countries, are yet to be made available, 
failing which affidavits have be filed indicating details of 
the efforts made to collect/procure them from the foreign 
countries and the circumstances under which those cannot 
be made available to the Commission. 

8. Comments on the points raised by the Commission 

8.1 The Commission has been requesting various 

Ministries/Departments such as Ministry of Home Affairs, 
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Ministry of External Affairs, Ministry of Defence, PMO, Cabinet 
Secretariat, National Archives of India and IB to make available 
certain documents required by the Commission. All the available 
documents, classified or otherwise, relating to Netaji have already 
been made available to the Commission by these 
Ministries/Departments. In respect of the specific documents that 
are not available, necessary affidavits have been filed with the 
Commission by the concerned Ministries/Departments. The 
Ministries of External Affairs and Home, have also been providing 
necessary assistance for visiting foreign countries whenever 
necessary. 

8 . 2 . It appears that the progress of work done by the Commission is 
slow and even after five and a half years, a lot of work still remains to 
be done. It will take a long time to complete the remaining work. For 
example, in the matter of DNA testing, even after two years of effort, 
the Commission has not been able to finalize the manner in which it 
will be done. Although, the Commission has asked for an extension of 
one year, it has also 
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stated that it will take three months to prepare the report after 
completion of all the remaining work to be done. The reply of the 
Commission , therefore, is vague and the time frame indicated is open 
ended. There is little possibility that the Commission will be able to 
finalize its report in the foreseeable future. 

8.3. However, as the work of the Commission can not be allowed to 
go on indefinitely in an open ended time frame, it is proposed to set a 
time limit of another six months beyond 14.11.2004 for the 
Commission to complete and submit its report. The Commission 
may be informed to submit its report within this period. 

9. Proposal for consideration 

It is proposed to extend the term of the Commission for another six 
months beyond 14.11.2004. It is further proposed that the 
Commission may be informed that no further extension will be 
allowed. It should complete and submit its report within this period. 
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10. Approval of the Cabinet is solicited to the proposal contained in 
para 9 above. 

11. A Statement of Implementation Schedule is at Appendix.

Subject: Appointment of a Commission of Inquiry to enquire 
into the alleged disappearance of Netaji Subha b 
C handra Bose. 

1 . Backs round : 

1.1 Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose, one of India’s greatest 
sons, described as a "patriot of patriots” by Gandhiji, was 
fiercely committed to the cause of India's freedom. He 
believed that the British had to, and could, be driven away 
through armed action. He founded the Azad Hind Ssrkar and 
led the Indian National Army (INA), in the fight against the 

British. He tirelessly moved from Malaya to Singapore, to 
B> irma to Japan mobilising support and planning tactics and 
su cceeded in getting Japan to extend its aid. He was on one 
of his missions when his airplane crashed immediately after 
takt'-off in Taihoku (Formosa), on 18 August, 1945. 

1.2 Netaji had by then created an undying image for 

himsel f amongst his countrymen and such was his aura, and 
the awe in which he was held, that the report of his demise 

in a ho spital, following the crash, was not universally 

accepted and, in fact, there has been an agonising question 
ma rk over it. 

1.3 Gov eminent of India took note of the sentiment of 

millions of .Indians who debated the veracity of the report 
of the aircr& 8h and his subsequent death. It decided to 
institute an ei.'quiry to ascertain the truth. In April, 1956, 
it was headed b ^ r Shri Shah Nawaz Khan, a close associate of 

Netaji, and it comprised Shri Sisir Bose and Shri S.N. 

Maitra. A majority of this committee, after a full enquiry. 
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concluded that Netajl had indeed died in the plane crash and 
his mortal remains were kept in Renkoji Temple in Japan. The 
Government accepted this finding but it was not accepted by 
some sections of our people. 


1*4 Demands were made by a number of Members of 

Parliament lor a fresh enquiry. The Government of India, 
therefore, decided to set up a Judicial enquiry. In July, 
1970, Justice G.D. Khosla was appointed to head this 
Commission of Inquiry. He completed his enquiry and he also 
concluded that Netaji had died as a result of the plane 
crash. The Central Cabinet accepted the finding of this 
Commission of Inquiry in August, 1974. But once again this 
finding did not gain universal acceptance such was Netaji's 
persona end his popular charisma. 

2 . Subsequent development s-Response of India's Prime 

Minister in 1978: 

2.1 Shri Samar Guba, M.P. , one of those with whom the 

report of Netaji's demise did not carry credibility^ raised 
the matter in the Lok Sabha on a number of occasions and 
demanded another enquiry. On 28th August, 1978, Shri Morarji 
Desai, the then Prime Minister, responded to this in the Lok 
Sabha by stating that: 

"the majority report of the first Committee and 
Shri KhoBla held the report of the death as true. 
Since then, reasonable doubts have been cast on the 
correctness of the conclusions reached in the two 
repsorts and various important contradictions in 
the testimony of witnesses have been noticed. In 
the light of these doubts and contradictions and 
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those records, Government finds it difficult to 
accept that the earlier conclusions are decisive. 
At the same time. Government feels that no useful 
purpose would be served by having any further 
inquiry. I hope that in the light of this 
statemenl, my Hon. friend will withdraw his 
motion 11 . 

2.2 Sh ri Samar Guha replied as follows:- 

"Sir, Today Is a great day for the whole Indian 
people because a mortal sin, a treacherous crime 
that was committed against the epic hero of Indian 
freedom has been undone. If I say that Netaji was 
given burial, out of political conspiracy, it would 
not be an exaggeration. Although there was not an 
iota of doubt or any positive proof to the contrary 
that the plane crash was nothing but fake, and the 
alleged crash did not Involve Netaji at all." 

3. Immediate cause of action: 


3.1 Much later arose the question of bringing back 

Netaji's mortal remains from Japan. It was felt that this 
could be done only if public opinion favoured it. While 
efforts to build such a favourable public opinion about this 
were to be undertaken, one Shri Rudra Jyoti Bhat t acha r j ee 
of Calcutta filed Writ Petition No.2Bl in the Calcutta High 
Court in April, 1998 demanding a fresh enquiry into Netaji’s 

alleged disappearance. A few other almost identical Writ 

# • 

Petitions were filed in the Supreme Court and the High 
Courts of Calcutta and Orissa. These touched upon issues 
like the 'posthumous* grant of the ’Bharat Ratna' to Netaji,

whether lie was declared a war criminal, under what 
circumstances his mortal remains can at at all be brought 
back to India, etc. 

3.2 The Calcutta High Court In its verdict dated 

30. 4.1998 on the Writ Petition of Shri Bhat tacharjee Issued 
directions for "a vigorous enquiry in accordance with law by 
appointing, if necessary, a Commission of Inquiry” as a 
special case for the purpose of giving an end to thia 
controversy. The points on which the focus of the enquiry la 
to be directed are as follows: 

”a) whether Netajl Subhas Chandra Bose is dead or 
alive ; 

b) if he is dead whether he died in the plane 
crash, as alleged; 

c) whether’ the ashes in the Japanese Temple are 
ashes of Netaji; 

d) whether he has died in any other manner at any 
other place and, if so, when and how; 

e) if he is alive, in respect of his whereabouts. 

The respiondent s shall follow fnr the said purpose 
the directions of this Court given in W.P. No. 1805

Respondents, if so advised, shall inform all 
publication Houses to take its prior permission 
before any publicat.on on the subject above is made 
and before granting such permission scrutinise in 
the manner as indicated above." 

4 . Resolution of West Bengal Legislative Assembly: 


4.1 The West Bengal Legislative Assembly also, on 
29.12.1998, adopted a motion demanling; 

"that the Government of India should make necessary 
arrangements for availability of records and 
documents in and outside India so that the scholars 
and people could have access to them and also to 
institute a fresh enquiry conmission in order to 
remove the mystery regarding the whereabouts of 
Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose". 

4.2 The full text is at Appendix-II. 

4.3 The State Government has recommended setting up of 
an enquiry into the mysterious d i sappei ranee of Netaji 
Subhas Chandra Bose. Its letter is at Appendix-1 1 1 . 

5 . Exploring avenues to meet the development s-meet lng of 

eminent opinion make rs : 


5.1 Government of India took note of the judgement of 

the Calcutta High Court and the motion passed by the West 
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Bengal Legislative Assembly. A meeting of eminent persons 
was convened by the Union Home Minister on 25.3.1999 to 
discuss the manner in which action be taken to give effect 
to the directions of the Calcutta High COurt and the motion 
of the West Bengal Legislative Assembly. The invitees were 
close associate; of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose as well as 
some other persons whose views would be crucial injtaking a 
decision in the matter. Those who attended are Col. G.S. 
Dhilion, Dr. Sisir Kumar Bose, Justice (Retd) R.S. Narula, 
Dr. D.B . Kalmankar, Shri Soli Sorabji, Attorney General of 
India and representatives of the Prime Minister's Office, 
Ministry of External Affairs, Ministry of Defence, 
Department of Education, Ministry of Law, and officials of 
the Ministry of Home Affairs. Col. Laxmi Sehgal who was 
invi ted v could not attend, but she sent her views which were 
circulated to all those who attended the meeting. 

5.2 Discussions in the meeting were based on the 

personal knowledge and experiece of those present, the 
findings of the Shah Nawaz Khan Committee and the Khosla 
Commission. It was ultimately felt that in order to take the 
matter to its logical end and that also once for all, it 
would be advisable to setup another Commission of Inquiry as 
a very special case for the purpose of arriving at a 
definite conclusion regarding Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose. 

6 . Proposed action plan: 

6.1 It is, therefore, proposed to appoint a Commission 

of Inquiry under Section 3 of the Commissions of Inquiry 
Act, 1952 to enquire into the alleged disappearance of 
Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose. The terms of reference of the 
Commission are contained in the draft' notification which is 
at Appendix-IV. 
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S.2 It is also proposed that the Chief Justice of India 

may be approached to suggest the name of a suitable person 
from amongst retired Judges of High Courts or the Supreme 
Court of India to conduct the enquiry. 

fi.3 It is further proposed to have a number of posts 

created viz one po 5t of Chairman; one post of Secretary; one 
post of Officer on Special Duty and 21 other posts 
representing the supporting staff in the scales of pay 
indicated against each post in the statement at Appendix-V 
with a view to enable the Commission to commence functioning 
without undue delay. The number of posts projected at 
Appendix-V, depending upon the functional requirement once 
the Commission gets going, may go up further. This 
additional requirement of further posts also needs to be 
kept in view. 

7 . Approval sought ; 

7.1 Approval of the Cabinet is therefore solicited to 

the following:- 

(1) Appointment of a Commission of Inquiry as 
proposed in para 6.1 and 6.2 above and; 

(ii)Creation of initial requirement of supporting 
staff for the Commission as contained in para 
6.3 above.

2 lam directed to state that the Commission is not in a position to complete its inquiry 
within November 14, 2004 as most of the reasons stated and referred to in the 
Commission’s aforesaid letter dated February 17, 2004 as also stated in its earlier 
proposals for extension of the term of the Commission, still hold good. 

3 Though some of the hurdles could ultimately be removed in the past by diligent and

IM C (/Record s/N t V99-2O00/3 7( l V')/l 70 dated August 26, 2004 of the 
Secretary of the Commission addressed to the Director (CNV), Ministry’ of External 
Affairs, Government of India, his attention has been drawn to the photo-copy ot the note 
daicd 02 12 1954 of Shri M O Mathai which was endorsed to the then Joint Secretary 
(AD), Shri Prem Kristian under P.M.’s Sectt LI O No. D/S 13170 dated 02.12 1954 as 
could be found in the photo-copy of the top secret File No. 23(1 l)/56/57/PM of the 
PAL’s office (Political Section) on the subject, ‘TNA Treasure' 5 wherefrom it appears that

i. When and under what circumstances were the alleged ashes of Netaji 
received by the Ministry of External Affairs from the Indian Embassy in 
Tokyo as mentioned in the aforesaid note dated 02. 12. 1 954 ? 

ii. Where were the ashes and other remains mentioned in the said note dated 
02, 12. 1954 preserved ? 

m. If not preserved, what did happen to those ashes and remains ? 

The reply of the Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India, is awaited.

4. (a) A provisional programme for visit of the Commission to Russia was sent to the 

Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India, in Commission’s 1 do. letter 
No. JMCI/E0/2002-2003/83(IH)/1 1 2 dated July 21, 2004 of the Secretary

S.0. 339(E). — Whereas the Shah Nawaz Khan Committee 
and the Khosla Commission of Inquiry appointed by the 
Government of India in April/ 1956 and July/ 1970 respectively 
to inquire into and to report to the Government of India on 
the circumstances concerning the departure of Netaji Subhas 
Chandra Bose from Bangkok about the I6th August/ 1945/ his 
reported death as a result of an air craft accident/ and 
subsequent developments connected therewith had come to tne 
i conclusio.n that Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose met his death in an 
air crash; 

And, i whereas there is a wide spread feeling among the 
public that the issue of finding the truth about Netaji's 
death still remains; 

And/ whereas there has been a consistent demand for a 
further inquiry into the matter; 

And/ whereas the Calcutta High Court also directed the 
Government of India for a vigorous inquiry in accordance with 
Law/ if necessary/ by appointing a Commission of Inquiry for 
the purpose of giving an end to this controversy;

And/ whereas a Notion was adopted on 24.12.1998 by the 
West Bengal Legislative Assembly wherein a demand has been 
made for a freeth inquiry into the matter to remove the mystery 
regarding the v?hereabouts of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose; 

And whereas the Central Government is of the opinion 
that it is necessary to appoint a Commission of Inquiry for 
the purpose o.f making an indepth inquiry into a definite 
matter of a public importance/ namely/ the disappearance of 
Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose in 1945; 

Now/ therefore/ in exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-sections (1) and (2) of section 3 of the Commissions of 
Inquiry Act/ 1952(60 of 1952) « the Central Government hereby 
appoints a Commission of Inquiry consisting of Mr. Justice 
M.K. Muk.herjee ; a retired Judge of the Supreme Court of India.
